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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 7 and 14-15 are allowed over the arguments by the applicants and the prior art of record 
that neither teaches nor fairly suggest a process of making an aqueous dispersion of the silicon- 
aluminum- mixed-oxide compositions employing high shear with an energy input of at least 200 KJ/m 3 
Although presence of such an energy input could have been inherent in the prior art processes, such 
inherency could not be established with absolute certainty.
